This Office Action is a response to Applicant's amendment and response after 
FINAL filed on September 1 1 , 2002. 

5. Applicant's remarks and Berenbaum's reference attached filed September 
11, 2002 with respect to the rejection of claims 1-2, 4-10, 12-15, and 22-23 1-10, 12-15, 
and 22 made under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Korba and Glazier et 
al. (5,627,165) have been fully considered but are unpersuasive for reasons of record 
stated in the Final Office Action dated March 12, 2002. 

Applicant asserts that the data in Figure 1 of the specification demonstrates 
synergistic effect for the claimed combination herein by showing that data points falling 
below the line (the zero interaction line) indicated that the two drugs have synergistic 
effect. However, Berenbaum's reference is not seen to teach such a similar diagram to 
Fig. 1 and also not seen to teach data points falling below the line (the zero interaction 
line) indicated that the two drugs have synergistic effect. 

As discussed in the Final Rejection, the evidence presented in specification 
herein is not seen to support the nonobviousness of the instant claimed invention over 
the prior art. 

Therefore, the claimed invention is clearly obvious in view of the prior art.
